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An open meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Society has been called to 
vote on resolutions to prevent 
police from beinj; called on campus 
and to lift the ban from the Union 
placed on four students by Stu- 
dents' Society Internal Vice-Pres- 
ident Mark Bernicr.* 

President Paul Drager has con- 



firmed that the meeting, called by 
the Workers' League, will take 
place next Wednesday at 1 p.m. in 
the Union ballroom, almost three 
weeks after four members of the 
McGill Student Movement (MSM) 
were arrested in the Union after a 
fight during an MSM "mass demo- 
cracy" meeting on Zionism. 



No copsy bops at MSM meet

McGill Student ' Movement 
(MSM) member Zc'ev lonis was 
back in the Union lobby yesterday, 
hosting another MSM "mass demo- 
cracy" on Zionism and the Middle 
East'. 

This lime, however, no one 
called the police. There was no 
violence, and the discussion, fol- 
lowed closely by only a handful of 
students, ëndcd uneventfully after 
a couple of hours. 

The meetinR began slormily, 
when Union Ruilding Manager 
Frank Costi interrupted lonis's 
lengthy introduction and request- 
ed him to move the meeting out of 
the lobby into a nearby room. 

When lonis refused, a shouting 
match wilh^Cos'tijen^ued,. lasting 
almost an holurrCosti was particul- 
arly incensed by lonis's charge that 
Costi had always been unco-oper- 
ative with the MSM in giving 
rooms in the Union. 

Calling lonis a "barefaced liar," 
Costi said he had gone out of his 
way several times to give MSM all 
the rooms it needed, even though 
the MSM "has refused to adopt a 
constitution within the Students' 
Society and is thus ineligible for 
rooms." 



lonis described Costi as "a 
mouthpiece of the flunkey' execu- 
tive" and instructed him to "go and 
fetch your employers." No mem- 
bers of ttic Students' Society 
executive were present at the 
meeting. 

Costi threatened several limes 
l() carry out Internal Vice-Presi- 
dent Mark Hernier's orders and 
summon the police to evict lonis — 
but he never did. 

Not, he hastened to add, because 
there was any love lost between^ 
him and the MSM.' 

In fact, Costi told the apprecia- 
tive audience, "In 1968. they (the 
MSM) told ' 
revolution came 

be the first Wop they'd hang by 
the balls in front of the Union." 

But despite his personal feelings, 
Costi later admitted, "I just 
couldn't bring myself to call the 
police again. 

"I don't want police in my 
building. In my sbc years here, I've 
only had to^call them five times, 
and that's a record I'm proud of." 

When he was not arguing with 
Costi, lonis spent most of his time 
attacking other left-wing political 
groups and what he described as 
the "pro-Zionist policies of the 
McGill Daily and its close allies, the 
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reactionary Students' Council and 
the McGill administration." 

One Palestinian student was 
sufficiently upset by the direction 



of the discussion to bitterly criti- 
cize "those political groups that use 
the suffering of my people for their 
own narrow factional purposes." 



A spokesman for the Committee 
for the Defence of Democratic 
Rights at McGill, which is urging 
students to attend the meeting 
and support the resolutions, said 
"it's time students united and told 
. the executive that they won't 
tolerate Its attack on democratic 
rights any longer." 

He said the attack on the MSM 
"is only one of a series of assaults 
on campus groups. If the Students' 
Council can get away with attack- 
.ing progressive groups, then the 
right of all students to openly 
debate political ideas at McGill is 
threatened. "Above all, the exec- 
utive shouldn't be allowed to get 
away with calling in the armed 
force of the state to drag away 
people talking to students in the 
Union." 

The resolutions to be voted on 
Wednesday are: 

• be it resolved that the ban be 
lifted on the lour persons listed 
below who were banned from 
entry into the University Centre 
on Nov. 22, 1973: Ze'ev lonis, 

Robert Wallace. Larry Tansoy. 
John Robertson. 

• be it resolved that the police 
not be called on the University 
grounds to interfere in political 
activities of students under any 
circumstances. 

All students can vote at Wed- 
nesday's meeting.

Drager 's song 
for MSM stifled

' Students' Society President 
Paul Drager blames the present 
Students' Society budget crisis on 
the increased cost of running the 
Union, the greater demand for 
- funds by student groups, fiscal 
irresponsibility of last year's exec- 
utive, and inflation. 

The Society now has $105,000 
left of its $480,000 budget. If 
Council approves all proposed 
spending, the Society, according to 
Drager, would have only $11.950 
IcfU 

Drager said at least $50,000 and 
preferably $100,000 should be left 
in the budget at the end of the 
school year, because income for 
next year does not become avail- 
able till November. . 

Drager outlined tViyc' measures 
that he wants Council to adopt to' 
deal with the crisis. These are: (1) 
that construction of the proposed 
pub be postponed till next year. 



"when there is adequate capital to 
back it up;" (2) that all. meal 
allowances , for clubs and individ- 
uals, including the executive, be 
revoked; (3) that clubs ond. socie- 
ties no longer be permitted to 
incur deficits over those allowed in 
present budgets; (4) that the 
proposed typesetting renovations 
be cancelled; (5) that the Union 
budget be reducedi possibly by 
curtailing or revamping cafeteria 
services. These measures would 
bring the Students' Society up to 
$70,000 in assets, Drager said. 

The winter carnival, whose can- 
cellation Drager was considering 
before, has been saved by a grant 
from the administration. 

Drager said he is working 
closely with the administration, 
especially the dean of students, to 



frnd long-term answers to the 
financial problems. He said he 
opposes raising the Students' So- 
ciety fee, which has been the same 
since 1964, because of the feeling 
he said exists among students that " 
they aren't getting anything for 
the present fee. 

He blamed the. Dally for not 
telling students where their mo- 
ney is going. Daily editor Joan 
Mandell replied that "the execu- 
tive is at fault in not giving the 
Daily the Students' Society finan- 
cial statement, which according to 
the constitution, must be. publi- 
shed before November 15." " 

Drager said problems in audi-^ 
ting the budget had caused public-'' 
ation delays.

The Resurrection of Argentina's Peron

On June 4, 1946, Juan Domingo 
Poron was inaugurated as presi- 
dent of Argentina. • 

It had not exactly been a 
meteoric journey to the heights of 
power. On the contrary, Peron was 
now 50 years old and could look 
back on . very little except long 
years of patient planning and 
endless frustration. 

Nevertheless, if it had not 
always been easy, now, at the start 
of his first term in office, Peron, 
and his glamorous young wife.-^e 
fiery Eva Duarte, suddenly found 
they had a lot of things going for 
them. 

The economy — thanks to the 
thriving demand for Argentine 
foodstuffs in hungry, post-war 
Europe — was booming. 

The powerful foreign business 
interests were too busy reaping the 
windfall profits to interfere with 
Peron. and the huge armies of 
labour were behind him almost to a 
man. 

In addition, the overwhelming 
Peronist majorities in the Congress 
and the Senate were a positive 
guarantee that any measures he 
might propose would receive auto- 
matic, if not indecently hasty, 
passage through both houses. 

Peron wasted little time in 
taking full advantage of the situa-' 
tion. With the, help of the servile 
legislative bodies, he impeached in 
rapid succession most of the judges 
on the Supreme Court and replaced 
them with his own henchmen. It 
didn't take the lower courts long 
to get the message... 

.. Contented cows 

With the courts grazing peace- 
fullyinthePeronistfold.Peronnext 
turned hisattcntion to the universi- 
tiesî which, since his inauguration, 
had been a persistent thorn in his 
side. Because the universities were 
in those days little more than 
wateringholes for the sons of tho old 
oligarchy, they could expect little 
. mercy — or sympathy. 

Government agents were ap- 
pointed with specific instructions 
to make sure that tlit- universities 
"are never again able to defy the 
will of the Argentine people." 

Eventually, about 70 per cent of 
the faculty were purged on one 
pretext or another, and the tradi-- 
tional autonomy of the universities 
was ended. 

Next came the turn of the mass 
media. The radio stations were 
threatened with the suspension of 
their licences and were nnally 
' legislated under control. 

The newspapers were tackled in 
a less direct, but equally effective 
way: by restricting their supplies 
of newsprint through à govern- 
mcntmonopoly. Those papers that 
co-operated with Peron received 
all the paper they needed. Those 
that didn't got very little or none at

all. In addition, the latter were 
constantly harassed by govern- 
ment inspectors and were fined 
heavily for alleged violations of 
building ai}d sanitary codes. 

While dçaling firmly with his 
enemies, Peron also moved to 
shore up the two pillars of his 
regime: the workers and the 
military. '.-^.Ji;-..:.. ', , ^. 

He continued ^;tol^shower the 
workers with wage increases and 
fringe benefits. He rewarded loyal 
labour organizers with positions in 
the unions or the government. 

The process was repeated jn the 
military. The lower ranks were 
granted wage benefits, and efforts 
were made to improve their living 
conditions in the barracks. Officers 
loyal to Peron received personal, 
appointments to lucrative adminis- 
trative positions in the newly 
nationalized state enterprises. 
The "dcscamisado" saint 

While Peron concerned himself 
with 'thé day-to-day affairs of the 
government and the tricky balance 
of, power in the military, the 
grassroots work among the^'des- 
camisados" (his impoverished' fol- 
lowers— "the shirtless ones") was 
handled by Eva Duarte. 

Just how effective she was at 
this task can be deduced from the 
undying loyalty of the descamisa- 
dos long after the military had 
turnèd against 'Peron 9nd . long.- 



after his government had crumbled 
around him. 

It was Eva Duarte more than 
anyone else who would give form to 
the Peronist legend, which no 
military government would be able 
to destroy in two decades of trying. 

. More than 20 years after her death, 
her fading portraits are still to be 
found all over the working-class 

i districts and slums of Argentina — 
hanging reverently in small living 
rooms, a'few dried flowers tucked 
undei: the cheap frames, plastered . 
on the tin and cardboard walls of 
rural shacks, or stuck over the 
drivers' seats in the buses and 
subways of Buenos Aires. The 
people, it seems, do not easily 
forget. 

One of Eva Duarte's first tasks 
wlis to get women the right to vote. 
The proposal had been in the air for ' 
ten years, but because of right- 
wing Catholics' determined resis- 
tance to the measure, nothing had 
ever been done. ^ 

Evita, however, swc^t aside the 
opposition in her inimitable man- ' 
ner, and in 1947 the legislature 
approved her bill giving women the 
right to vote for the First . time in 
Argentine history. 

But Evita's most important work 
was as head of the giant Eva 
Duarte de Peron Foundation. 

The ostensibly private founda- 
tion, established in 1948, with. 



Evita's own fiinds, was designed to 
replace all existing charitable or- 
ganizations, most of which were 
controlled by the wives of the 
oligarchy. . 

Under. Eva's direction the fund 
soon mushroomed into a multi- 
million dollar concern, by putting 
pressure on business firms and 
organizations to come forward 
with "voluntary" contributions. 
Businesses that refused to contri- 
bute to the foundation soon found 
themselves' in trouble with the 
law. Those that still refused to 
co-operate, even after the first 
warning, were hauled into court on 
some trumped-up charge and 
fined heavily, the money eventu- 
ally making its way into the coffers 
of tlie foundation. 

The money collected was used 
by Evita to build schools, hospi- 
tals, and playgrounds all over 
Argentina and to give direct relief 
in particularly needy cases. 

Evita's personal involvement 
and obvious concern for the dig- 
nity and welfare of- the founda- 
tion's dependents set her apart 
from those who had come before 
and won her a lasting place in the 
hearts of the "descamisados." 

"In the new Argentina," she was 

fond of saying, "the poor do not 

receive charity, but only what is 

theirs by right according to the 

standards of social justice."

Independence declaration 

On July 9, 1947, at a celebration 
in the little northern town of 
Tucuman, on the 131st anniversary 
of Argentina's, declaration of in- 
dependence from Spain, a group of 
delegates, acting for Peron, draf- 
ted a highly symbolic Declaration 
of Economic Independence. 

This document, which may be 
considered the keynote of Peron's 
economic policy, proclaimed that it 
was the "will of the Argentine 
people to be economically free." 

"Free from the foreign capitalist 
powers that have exercised cont- 
rol over Argentina," and from 
"those in the country who have 
been linked with them." 

As a first step towards his goal 
of complete national sovereignty 
and "social justice," Peron carried 
out an ambitious five-year plan. 
This plan, whose basic aims were 
later incorporated with the Peron- 
ist social program in a new 
constitution, called for expanded 
government control over the econ- 
omy at the expense of private, 
particularly foreign, enterprise, 
declared all minerals and almost 
all natural sources of power the 
property of the nation, and provi- 
ded for government^bwnership of 
all public servicesi ' ■ 

By 1949, at the peak of his 
prestige: and popularity, Peron 
could claim to be well on his way to 
achieving what he had set out to 
do only two years before. 

He had acquired the foreign- 
owned railways, the telephones, 
the British-owned gas companies, 
the Buenos Aires street car sys- 
tem, and the various port installa- 
tions and had repatriated the 
foreign debt. 

In addition, he had successfully 
promoted the development of 
heavy industry, strengthened the 
country's armed forces, and laid 
the foundations of an Argentine 
merchant marine. • 

Domestically, his eclectic Justi- 
cialismo doctrine — "neither capi- 
talism, nor socialism, but the best 
features of both systems" — gave - 
many Argentines a feeling of 
participation in a unique national 
adventure. 

Abroad, Peron's fiercely pro- 
claimed "Tercera Posicion" fo- 
reign policy — championing the 
right of the underdeveloped na- 
tions to self-determination and 
keeping neutral in the Cold War — 
helped win an unprecedented 
measure of respect for Argentina 
on the international, scene and 
anticipated the national-liberation 
struggles that would spring up all 
over Latin America in the years 
ahead. 

Golden years 
Those were three golden years 
for Peron, his party, and his

In >1950, a deep economic dep- 
ression set in, caused by ^ the 
inevitable slackening of the de- 
mand for Argentine foodstuffs in 
reconstructed Europe. 
^ Its disastrous effects were 
compounded by a series of econo- 
mic mistakes by Peron, as in the 
expropriation and subsequent run-, 
ning of the trains. 

When.Peron decided to nation- 
alize the hugeirailway.vhetwprk — 
the most extensive one In Latin 
America — -he insisted on "ade- 
quate compensation" for its British 
and French owners.

These companies arc also likely

-•Peron's most serious problem 
is the Volatile nature of the broad 
coalition that rèturned him to 
power. The term coalition is 
actually a poorly chosegi^eu^em- 
ism for a large numberJorfonten- 
ding factions, bridging the length 
of the political spectrum from the 
extreme terrorist left to the 
ultra-fascist right. 
•; Peron Will be hard-pressed, and 
that's putting it mildly, to satisfy 
the sky-high' expectations of his 
divided following. 

The advanced political cons- 
ciousness of the modern Argentine 
working class deprives Peron of 
the considerable leeway to man- 
oeuvre that he has brongaccust- 
omed to in the past and guaraniecs 
an interesting and healthy strug- 
gle. 

Finally, there is the inevitable 
question of his age and apparently 
failing health. 

When Peron dies, there is no 
reason - to believe that Isabel 
~ Peron," '.his' "nominal" successor,- 
- would be able to take his place and . 
hope to hold the part, let alone the 
country, together for more than a 
few days or even hours. 
Who knows , what will happen? 
. The'vmixture^is.^too unstable to 
even hazard a' guess aboUt which 
faction will prevail in the end. And 
there is always the spectre of the 
military, licking its wounds in the 
wings of this burger than life 
drama. 

At best one can hope that Peron 
will set in motion, as he did. once 
before, an irreversible process 
<that will hasten the day when the 
working people of Argentina will 
at long last assume the reins of 
power and become the masters of 
their own destiny.

The Meaning of the Blues

The Meaning of the Blues 
Paul Oliver, 

The'Meaning of the Blues b||^^|iLpUyer 
was written In 1960, befori^'ftKe''blues 
revival of the middle and late sixties wliich 
came on the heels of the British rock groups 
who popularized the blues classics. Oliver is 
an Englishman, and tho fact that he wrote a 
comprehensive sociologitjal' study of the 
blues long before its current popularity 
seems implausible. BuC it was taken for ' 
granted during the late 50s and early 60s^ 
that if a blues singer wanted recognition, or 
even only the chance to earn a living, he had 
to go to Britain to do so. 

The audiencQ that the black blues singers 
found in Britain was largely working class. 
The British groups that popularized blues 
songs were from the working class districts 
of industrialized cities such as Liverpool 
(the Beatles, the Animals) or Belfast (Van 
Morrison and Them), or. were rebellious , 
middle-class \gf6ups' (such-Iairthc Rolling 
Stones). The reason for this is evident from 
Oliver's book. The conditions \yhich produc- 
ed the blues were not tinkhownj t pjt{i Me k-^ 
who grew up in the iridûstrlàrareas^of^ 
post-war Britain. 

Oliver's book is not about "name" per- 
formers. Nor is there any effort to trace the 
influence of the blues on contemporary per- 
formers or to write a history of the blues as 
a musical form; Instei^t ig^^thematic port- 
rayal of the cônditions?l^^^cli|the blues 
flourished. It is both afbiLOadj^ociological 
survey and the chronicle of an-uniisual art 
form. The book includes a wide collection of 
lyrics which are used to illustrate the 
various . themes which run through the 
blues. 

The number of themes covered by the 
blues is not great; the various problems 
presented by love, work, the transient life 
and the law. But the incredible variety of 
approach which has been infused into these 
themes makes a complete portrait of life. 

Oliver points out that the blues, as a 
discernible style, probably first came into 
existence following the emancipation of the ' 
slaves. For the freed slaves this was the' 
first opportunity to create a community and 
unified culture of their own. At the same 
tinic it was a period of great hardship and 
m'ony of the free men were unprepared for 
the life they faced. Many remained in the ' 
communities where they hod grown up and 
made a hard living on the sniall farms they 
rented from their former owners. These 
spiall farms were particularly unfit for the 
Southern soil and the small farmers (black 
and white alike) were at the -mercy^ of 
unscrupulous bankers. The only altS^atjh/e 
for the share-croppers was to ler^ 
homes and search for other jotiî,,^^^, 
began tho first major migration ' of rural 
Southerners, 

This early migration took place largely 
within the South itself. The rural people left 
their farms and moved into , the larger 
Southern cities, or to the newly industrial- 
ized areas, where some jobs could be found. 
This early |,1ndu^HaiyaUon in the South 
was based ^^onTMofwEacco, textile, and 
logging industries. This breakdown of an 
old society and old values, and the creation 
of a new society and values, produced the 
social tension which shaped the blues. The 
combinations of despair, hardship and 
homesickness, and the hope of men freed 
from bondage and searching for a new life, 
created the ' ambivalence which is char- 
acteristic of the blues.

Blues lyrics arc almost always pessimis- 
tic, but the pessimism of the song is usually 
nullified by the singer. The force of circum- 
stance makes the singer commit a 
destructive act, bût the singer's lament 
shows his great regret and his hope for 
compensation in the future. 

"The blacks who Hed their rural back- 
ground found the life they Hed to be little 
better. Under Ihe conditions of industrial- 
ization they found a new form of slavery, 
that of the wage slave, and some expressed 
a vain dcsi tefcto^ret urn to the farm. 
Southern in^^^^j^^m^ticularly subject 
to depre8sioti^nd|!w^rui^ 
rec'eive'd thc''wor8l*"]o1)*s, were'aiso the first 
laid off. As a result they turned to the 
industrial cities of the north and the next 
great migration occurred.

Oliver describes the process thus: "In- 
dustrialization came slowly to the South — 
too slowly for the Negro. The insecurity of 
the Southern, rural economy which was so 
markedly to his disadvantage caused many 
a coloured worker to move from the country 
areas and gravitate to the town and indust- 
rial centres where wages were better and 
more stable. From the North came reports 
of good prospects for Negroes and better 
opportunities of obtaining employment, and 
from 1910 there was a steady stream of 
migrating coloured men moving from state 
to state with the Northern cities as their 
^ ultimate goal. In the steel factories many of 
the^job^were^re8tr^cted, but the 'open- 
heàrth''secÛons offered ready employment 
for Negroes; few others would work under 
the almost insufferable heat from thç 
furnaces. Field-hands weighed their 
chances against the disadvantages of sevj 
ering themselves from their 'homes; th< 
, mills. of fteçsepjsr and Gary.cajled,.v>d the7 



were gone. 

> The life in industrial areas, both North 
and South, was difficult. Violence was the 
accepted way of settling disputes, and 
survival was the main concern of ^people 
living in these areas. In such circiîmsâinces. 
their heeds and desires^ere very simple. 
These concerns ar^roflected in the blues. 
Sex is the main topicI Sn fthé j^ of 
blues lyrics. In fact,^^^M||^^l^l>ecotne' 
notorious for its sexual BOHie nt! 
According to Oliver?^ Such are the 
il conventions of American middle-class so- 
ciety that the blues may often appeal*. to be 
shocking, and instead of being recognized as 
A genuine form of expression revealing its 
gaunt- structure without a decorative fa- 
cade, may be suspected of hiding even 
greater sins — as tho larger of two icebergs 
in. showing a greater mass above the 
surface than its fellow indicates a greater 
mass also below the surface. To apply to the 
blues, the standards and to expect of the 
blues the conventions of popular music is to 
apply a falî|c»sUndard.'..ThouKh metaphors 
are used*liWffS^filues, they are never 
evasive but arc used as figures of speech 
should be used; to amplify the meaning by 
colourful comparison." ' 

In fact, the treatment of sex reficcts 
broader, concerns. Sex is of immediate 
interest but the way in which one ap- 
^ preaches it also acts as a metaphor of how 
, one .sees society. Blues- lyrics are full of 
double entendres. and the images are 
usually expressed in the terminology of a 
working man. ' . ,

Further, the preoccupation with certain , 
aspects of 8ex,~such as infidelity, r'eflects 
the world in which : at person'. lives. The 
insecure life of a gheCio 'dweller leads him to 
put greater emphasis on loyalty, while 
infidelity often leads to violence, for both 
men and women.

The strong feelings found in the blues 
was what attracted many British fans, but 
its hold on the British fans was often the 
result of particular circumstances. Such 
groups as the Beatles found their early 
inspiration in the blues, but with fame and 
affluence their style radically changed. 
Because of their background they were 
attracted to the blues, but they saw the 
solution to the problem posed by the blues 
in terms of middle-class success. Middle- 
class rebels such as the Rolling Stones had 
no illusions and retained the blues influ- 
ence. Unfortunately, the^/^iappcal was 
largely negative, expressed in' terms of 
protest ("I can't get no satisfaction.") The 
Stones never really adopted the blues and 
their music has degenerated to a parody of 
both the blues and their own early music. 

From long experience, blues singers have 
few illusions about the world they inhabit. 
They understand the conflict of interests 
between themselves and society. From the. 
history of the Negro he knows that reforms 
are usually temporary and that there -are 
always people ready to betray him. The 
corruption and manipulations of promoters 
and agents and others associated with the 
music industry brings it close to home for 
the blues singer. In the end, the blues 
singer is forced to be a rcalist.One version of 
a song widely sung by bluesmen goes: 

"Cooked my breakfast this morning, pretty < 

mama.'had my dinner on time, . 

Spilt my last dollar like you split my last 

dime. 

Well I'm gettin' tired of fattening frogs for 
snakes, . ' \ . 

Take me.wjnMiyiyc arB to learn my
